1. The primary purpose of the meeting was to determine the state of A/l's 
morale* Kis problem was basically as follows* ’-'hen he was sent to Germany in 
the sun er of’ 1957 it was on PCS* He returned to the U.S. to obtain his citizen 
shi-. V?hile he *:as here the Soviets surfaced AECAHBARO/2,et al. We then told 
hime that this would limit his usefulness in operations abroad and t ; at we were 
ireconsidering his assighment. He had never been told by the outcome of our 
re consideration, and is therefore still waiting to firid out whether he will be 
assigned in Germany or whether in the U.S. His family condition has become 
critical because of this- His wife finished dental school in January 1958* 
According to A/l J had said that it would be easy for her to work 

for the American armed fources in Germany as a dentist. Hov/etfer, when A/l and 
his wife made inquiries in the ^efense Department they discovered that it was 
unclikely that this could be arranged. Therefore, A/Vs wife is reluctant to 
go to Germany, but she will if hbr husband is assigned there. However, she roust 
know soon, because if hhe is to stay in the U.S. and practice she must apply 
±HDCEXto take the Dental license exam, during the eaityy part of Kay. This 
basic uncertainty as th their future has been the main cause of their domestic 
difficulties. 



I explained to A/l that because of the surfacing wer were r HKCHXidB Jdrog 
had definitely decided that he could not be used abroad in ouch taskes as con- 
tacting and recruiting, because of the danger that he mi£ht contaminate r.ther- 
wise clean sources. He agreed that this was the only course to take. I then 
said that there were 64>her jobs abroad, such as debriefing and interrogating 
repatriates and returnees, t kktk : which he could probably do. I said that we 
had asked the people in Germany if they had need of anatksx person with 
ASCAKBARO/l’s qualifications for a debriefing job. I said that xi&j&ibck we 
not yet heard from fieffld, but that in view of the urgency of A/l8s domestic 
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situation 1 wo Id .find out by 9 Kay, The prospect of his getting a 
definite answers seemed to cheer him considerably, and he said that if 
he would knew txhether smror not he would be going to §ermany this would 
help hi m considerably at home* 



2. I asked A/l what he would prefer to do if he did not go to 
Germany, He said that he didn't care too much what he might do if itwere 
more or less permanent. He felt that the work he was doing now (translating 
mailiivte: cepts) was temporary md "busy" work. If he had a choices he 
wo Id refer training the "second group", A/l 's term for Aiia/iDf-type 
training, i 



'./hen I asked if his wife would prefer to set up a dental practice 
in the Washington area, he said that xfch she would probably prefer some- 
pi ce in northern United States. X mentioned a possibility that he and 
his wife might want to be in some other place, and if she felt strongly 
about this perhaps A/l night want to got a job, and jfchSBB then we so'ld 
consult him on a parttime baeis. I mentioned this possibility so that 
he might have some forewarning if it becomes neces ary to terminate him 
and find him another job. I don't believe that he got the full significance 
of the remark and if termination is ever considered it will have to be 
laid on carefully. 

3. A/l had been told that his security clearance was being changed 
changed and that this was one cause of delay. I assured him that there 
was no problem of loyalty and that the basis reason for the delay was 

that we had not heard from the field whether ar not a position is available. 

4. A/l related that he had recently talked to the Latvian charg£ 
in Washington, A, Spekke, about AEC03/10. A/l said that SPEKKB had been 
cool toward him ever sicnce he found out two years ago that he, A/l, had 
been a friend of AECOB/lO. In order to clarify this situation, A/l 
recently approached SPEKKE and jested told him that he did not have any 
close relations with A/lO. 3P3KK3 said that this was fine and then 
related that one of his Gources from Europe had informed him that 
ABC03/10 was indeed a member of the CHEKA (Soviet Security)? SPEKKE 
w&dld not reveal the source of his information. Since this incident 
-iiSKKE's attitude toward A/l has been more cordial. 

5 . A/l is somewhat concerned a bo t his father in Riga. A/l's sister 
in Australia redently received a letter from her father in v;hich the father 
makes the follwoing suggestions 5& Be .ore expamnignt the story A/l 
explained that ASC03/lo is in fairly re ; ^ilar contact with A/l(d father. 

The proposal here related is based on the assumption that AJSCOfi/lO 
believes/that he is in debt to A/l for the monthly support being provided 
to A/lO's mother in Sweden. (This support is sent by KUBaRK.) Another 
assumption behind A/lO's fahter's proposal is the fact that A/l has 
borrowed $2,000.00 from his mother's cousin gin Hew fork. This cousin r 

has a sister, living in Riga, who is economic need. A/l's father proposes, 
iri the aforementioned letter to A/l’s sister, that AE003/10 wishes to pay 
back some of his indebtedness to A3QAH3AR0/l by giving money to A/l's 
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father, who in thm will gitfe it to the cousin in Riga. The counsin 
in L T ew York vrill be ashed to consider this as partial payment of the 
$2,000.00 owed to her A£CAI JURO/l. 

A/l does not want to involve his father in this scheme, nor does he 
v/ish to pay back his second cousin in K.jC, indirectly by this method. 

I suggested that he was completely within his rights to ropiEXfcdfchat 
informthe people in Latvia, via his sister in Auptrailia, that he 
preferred to pay the cousin in ?!•¥• back aKjm'fllHiyx directly and that 
she could, if she vrished, send packages to her sister in Riga. A/l 
agreed to this course of act inn which he will carry out unless he hears 
from me. 
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
